Tronted by Buster Bloodvessel (born Douglas Trendle), the band 
^wa^Tormed in 1976 while the members were at school together, 
and among their early incarnations were known as Stoop Solo 
and the Sheet Stare hers. They were popular during the late 
1970? anctwW^Os, a period when lots of similar ska bands 
fleeter, The Beat filled the charts. Bad 
Vlafw6rs spent 111 weeks in the UK singles chart between 19080 
and 1983. Some of their hits include "Walking In The Sunshine",

metallic shards of ska. The group cultivated an underground 
following that broke into the mainstream in summer 1997, when 
their single “Sell Out” became a modern rock radio and MTV 
favorite. Their appearance in the movie “Baseketball” as the 
halftime band also gained them more fans and helped the bands 
popularity to grow. Still fronted by original lead singer and song 
writer Aaron Barrett, they continue releasing albums and touring 
relentlessly, playing more and more countries and bigger venues 
all over the world. 


The Dualers consists of Tyber Cranstoun, and his eight-piece 
band, Until late 2010, Tyber performed as The Dualers with his 
brother Si Cranstoun, who left the band to persue a solo career. 
Whilst performing on the streets, most Saturdays, they sang 
cover versions of the songs they grew up listening to. 

The Dualers released their first material in 2004. On 24 October

Jamaica's chart topping duo Dave & Ansell Collins met when 
recording for Lee Perry in the late 60s. In 1971 they joined forces 
to record the International chart sensation 'Double Barrel', which 
became a global phenomenon reaching No.l in the UK (only the 
second reggae single to do so), Jamaica and became the first 
reggae single to reach the Top 30 of the US Billboard Hot 100 
peaking at number 22. Their follow-up release, the similarly 
styled 'Monkey Spanner' enjoyed the same international success. 

Dave Barker is one of the most accomplished, soulful singers 
Jamaica has ever produced. After making his recording debut in 
1968, partnering Glen Brown on a series of JA hits, Dave 
launched his solo career under the auspices of the Lee ‘Scratch’ 
Perry. Their subsequent collaborations spawned a number of 
best-selling singles; 'Shocks Of Mighty', 'Just My Imagination' 
and culminating in the singer’s debut LP, 'Prisoner Of Love'. 

Soon after, Dave was riding high on the British charts with 
Ansell, leading to a permanent relocation to London. 

Ansell Collins is one of the most prolific and finest musicians 
Jamaica has ever produced, having worked with who's who of 
reggae music. In the 1970's he was in Channel One's studio 
band The Revolutionaires, as well as The Upsetters, the Impact 
All-stars and Sugar Minott's Black Roots Players. He has 
appeared on 10s of 1000s of songs including recording for King 
Tubby, Bunny Lee, Black Uhuru, Alton Ellis, Dennis Brown, Derrick 
Harriott, Jimmy Cliff, John Holt, Mikey Dread, Pat Kelly, Rupie 
Edwards, Rico Rodriguez, Sly & Robbie, Tommy McCook, 

Heptones, Culture, Gregory Isaacs, I Roy, Marcia Griffiths, Mighty 
Diamonds, Bob Andy, Ken Boothe and Jackie Mittoo.

GOLDMASTER ALLSTARS 

In the beginning realising Reggae was where his heart lay, 
Malcolm Goldmaster developed his own sound ‘ Revelation’. 
Malcolm started to make his own music, assisted by Redeye, 
Malcolm’s first dub was ‘In a Kingston Style’ recorded with local 
Reggae man Jah Free in a tenement block in Basildon Essex. 

Despite having a popular sound system Malcolm was becoming 
more and more attracted to writing and producing his own 



music. He took the tough decision to sell the vinyl that he had 
been collecting for year’s. This funded the build of a studio. 
Malcolm teamed up with a young local Reggae producer Gareth 
Brooks, they formed Goldmaster Records their first release was 
Cape Horn, more tunes soon followed and were being played by 
the likes of ‘Jah Shaka’. Having recorded and released albums 
and singles the band has gone through some changes over the 
years. The band is now an 11 piece and is kept strong because it 
is run as a co-operative, with each member paying weekly sub’s 
to cover the running of the studio. 


Goldmaster Allstars are fast becoming recognised as one of the 
leading Ska bands in the UK, the energy, and vibe they create is 
amazing. Once you start dancing, the music just won’t put you 
down again.

The Estimators were formed by musician friends aiming to take 
instrumental Ska back to its traditional spirit and sound with all 
deserved respect and reverence for this genre's masters.
